F it HIT ship, a bu nch of bananas, 
a mosqu ito and an 
Italian— 
these fou r agents, according to 
the dedu ctions of the health au ­ 
thorities of New Orleans, were re­ 
sponsible for introdu cing yellow' fever 
into New Orleans as long ago as last 
May. The first appearance of the dis­ 
ease, according to the same dedu c­ 
tions, was In the Italian qu arter where 
the Italian laborer who u nloaded the 
fru it ship lived. 
From the originally Infected vicinity 
the fever Bpread u ntil there had been 
several deaths. 
The characteristic pe­ 
cu liarities of the Italian when con­ 
fronted by an epidemic showed tbem- 


stegomyia (female* is the only carrier 
of yellow fever. 
For all practical pu r­ 
poses the assertion is tru e. 
Until we 
know the cau se of yellow fever we 
cannot tru thfu lly say that that mos 
qu ito Is the only disseminator. 
There 
may he other cu rriers of it, btst we 
never have H>u nd any trace of them. 
Mosqu ito Only Infection Agent 
“The best way in dealing with an epi­ 
demic, or any other thing, for that m at­ 
ter, is to proceed u pon known facts. 
We know the stegomyia carries the 
cau se of yellow fever. 
Therefore the 
order to ail the men in the marine bos 
pital service is ‘kill the mosqu itoP If 
the fever persists after the mosqu ito 
has disappeared we will know that 
there Is some other way for carry­ 
ing It. 
“What have we to show? 
Havana, 
after 150 years of annu al visitation, 
free from the disease. 
Laredo, Tex., 
treated by men believing in the mos­ 
qu ito theory and treated accordingly, 
with only abou t 10 per cent of the 
popu lation attacked by the disease, 
contrasted with Laredo, Mexico, across 
! the river, disbelieving the theory, 50 
per cent of the people attacked. 
“The stegomyia does not live north 
of Mason and Dixon’s line. He does 
not live In all the territory sou th of it. 
The mou ntains of North Carolina are 
too cold for him. Before we knew any­ 
thing abou t the work of that pest ob­ 
servation tau ght u s the cou ntry was 
divided into two parts—the infectible 
! territory and the noninfectlble. 
After 
i we got to know abou t the stegomyia 
! we fou nd that the limits of his habitat 
1 were coextensive with the limits of the 
Infectible domain.” 
“Next to killing the mosqu ito by 
making it impossible 
f >r him to breed 
what Is the best preventive?” 
“The screening of every person with 
a fever for fou r days. 
Yellow fever 
is hard to diagnose. 
It begins like 
many other fevers. 
“Screening du ring the first fou r days 
makes it impossible for the Insect to 
become Infected 
from 
the 
patient. 
Three days Is the time in which a 
mosqu ito, can get the poison from a 
hu man being, bu t fou r makes assu r­ 
ance dou bly su re. 
“After a mosqu ito has taken the 
blood from a patient who has bad yel­ 
low fever for not more than three 
days it takes twelve days for the In­ 
sect to become a sou rce of infection. 
| So you can see that if the first yellow 
| fever case is cau ght in time the cam­ 
paign against the mosqu itoes will be 
beneficial if it is vigorou sly prosecu ted 
du ring the next nine or ten days. Aft­ 
er that if the Insect that bit the pa­ 
tient is still at large the chances of In­ 
fection are very nu merou s. 
It takes 
five days for the poison deposited in a 
hu man body by a mosqu ito to develop; 
hence the five day detention. 
“The stegomyia Is a slow moving 
insect. 
After a patient has been re­ 
moved to a dou bly screened hospital 
In a dou bly screened ambu lance it is 
the bu siness of the doctors to retu rn 
to the hou se as qu ickly as possible and 


this meal of Hood, it was pu rposely 
applied to nou immu nes in camp. 
“In December, 19<X), five cases of the 
t disease were developed as the resu lt of 
su ch applications, in Janu ary three 
and in Febru ary two, making in all 
ten, exclu sive of the eases of Dr. 
James Carrol and Dr. Jesse W. Laz*ar 
! Immediately u pon the appearance of 
the first recognized symptoms of the 
disease in any one of these experiment 
ai cases the patient was taken from 
Camp La sear to a yellow fever hospi­ 
tal one mile distant. Every person in 
camp was rigidly protected from acci­ 
dental mosqu ito bites, and not In a sin­ 
gle instance did yellow fever develop 
in the camp except at the will of the 
experimenters. The experiments were 
condu cted at a season when there was 
the least chance of natu rally acqu iring 
the disease, and the mosqu itoes u sed 
were kept alive by maintaining them 
at a su mmer temperatu re.

“A completely mosqu ito proof bu ild 
lng was divided into two compart- ! 
ments by a wire screen partition. In- j 
fected insects were liberated on one 
j 
side only. A brave nonlmmu ne entered { 
and remained long enou gh to allow 
himself to be bitten several times. He 
was attacked by yellow fever, while 
two su sceptible men in the other com­ 
partm ent did not acqu ire the disease, 
althou gh sleeping there thirteen nights. 
This demonstrates in the simplest and 
most certain manner that the infec­ 
tiou sness of the bu ilding was du e only 
to the presence of the insects. Every 
attem pt was made to infect individ­ 
u als by means of bedding, clothes and 
other articles that had been u sed and 
soiled by patients su ffering with viru ­ 
lent yellow fever. 
“Natu rally yellow fever is transm it 
ted by the moequ tto and always and 
only by the mosqu ito. The hartu less- 
ness of fomites has been fu lly demon­ 
strated by ou r experiments In 19 00 and 
19 01, In which three you ng Americans 
slept for twenty consecu tive nights in 
a room from which mosqu itoes were 
exclu ded garnished with articles soiled 
with discharges from fatal and other 
cases of yellow fever. Three and fou r 
large boxes were packed and u npacked 
each morning by these nonimmu nes, 
who su ffered no distu rbance of health 
from these exposu res. The room was 
20 by 14 feet, dou ble walled, tightly

The biggest gold brick ever cast, 
nearly as large as two bu ilding bricks 
placed end to anil, wtrfeb contains 
$25,- 
! 000 worth of gold that is pu rer than 
the gold in a twenty dollar coin, re- 
^ eeStlly arm ed at the Lewis and Clark 
exposition in Portland, Ore., and is be- 
ing exhibited by the Nome 
district of 
Alaska as evidence that Nome Is still a 
great gold produ cing region, says W 
E. Brindley. 
The go ld brick is a foot 
long, fou r inches deep and five inches 
wide, and it weighs approximately 
ninety pou nds. 
The city of 
No me, o u the Seward 
peninsu la, In the extreme north of 
Alaska, bey o nd the string of 
islands 
that stand o ut like the bill o f a snipe, 
contains a po pulatio n ai fro m 2^5 00 to 
8,000 people in the winter time and ten 
times as many peo ple In the summer 
The town has an enterprising chamber 
of commerce, which in fifteen day s got 
together the most wonderfu l mineral 
exhibit ever displayed by one region. 
While the gold brick which Nome Is 
showing has attracted more attention 
than any other single article In the 
United States government bu ilding at 
the fair, three nu ggets, worth in the 
aggregate $£ ,000, stand second fn pop­ 
u larity. These are exhibited in a small 
wire cage, and a man who wears In bis 
belt a revolver of the size common to 
melodrama 
and 
wild 
west 
shows 
stands gu ard over them. The biggest 
nu gget of the three, which weighs 1S2 
ou nces, is worth $3,270. There is a hole 
In one side of the cage big enou gh for 
one to pu t his hand throu gh it, bu t not 
large enou gh to enable him to take ou t 
sealed, heated to abo v e 9 0 degrees F 1 the nu gget. Over the chu nk of gold 
there is a legend which reads, “You 
can lift the nu gget, bu t don’t take It 
away,” and all day long people crowd 
one another for a chance to hold $3,276 
worth of gold for Ju st a fraction of a 
minu te. 
The nu ggets and the gold bricks con­ 
stitu te Nome’s most interesting gold 
display. 
They are owned by the Pio­ 
neer Mining company and were fou nd 
in Anvii creek, near Nome. 
Near the 
nu gget cage is a table on which, u nder 
glass, are small boxes of pay dirt. Thia 
display Is not so spectacu lar as that 


and dark. 
“Two other nonimmu nes then occu ­

YELLOW FEVEIi MOSQUITO. 
selves in instinctive efforts to hide the 
fever from the health au thorities, and 
the resu lt was that the prevalence of 
the disease was not known even to the 
city health officer u ntil the middle of 
Ju ly. 
An attack of yellow fever comes on 
with severe chills or rigors when It 
comes su ddenly. It may come ou more 
gradu ally with langu or, headache and 
malarial symptoms. 
The tem peratu re 
goes to 105 degrees, sometimes higher. 
The fever lasts from three to five days, 
attended with pain in the back, limbs 
and head. There Is nau sea and vomit­ 
ing. 
The yellow tint of the skin, from 
which the fever gets its name, begins 
on the second or third day. 
Yellow 
fever develops u su ally from three or 
fou r days after infection. 
Sometimes 
it takes seven days. 
In severe cases 
small hemorrhages take place into the 
skin 
and 
mu cou s 
membrane. 
The 
vomit is at first white. 
Later it be­ 
comes very dark in appearance, like 
coffee grou nds, when it Is known 
as 
‘•black vomit.” 
Then is bleeding at 
the nose, mou th and ¿aims. 
Deliriu m 
u su ally follows, then u nconsciou sness 
and death. 
First Recognized in West Indies. 
Althou gh yellow fever has been oc­ 
casionally seen ou tside of the tropics, 
its real origin is in a warm climate. It 
was first recognized definitely in the 
West Indies in 1847, where it prevails, 
as well its on the west coast of Africa. 
Central America and sou thward along 
both coasts of Sou th America and 
u orthward to the sou th Atlantic and 
gu lf states. 
It has been brou ght to 
north 
Atlantic seaports by vessels. 
The coming of frost generally stops 
yellow fever. 
Su rvivors of one attack 
of yellow fever become immu ne from 
fu rther attack. 
The mortality varies. 
In some epidemics It has been as blgb 
as 85 per cent; in others as low as 10 
per cent. 
Experts seein to agree that the first 
step to combat the spread of yellow 
fever Is to attack the mosqu ito. 
In 
this connection Dr. W alter Wyman, 
su rgeon general of the marine hospital 
service, who Is In charge of the cam­ 
paign against yellow- fever In New 
Orleans and to whom 
belongs the 
credit of encou raging and u rging the 
experiments leading to the acceptance 
of the theory that the stegomyia mos­ 
qu ito Is practically the only carrier of 
the poison that cau ses yellow fever, 
recently spoke as follows to the W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the Pittsbu rg 
Dispatch: 
“Scientifically It Is not tru e that the

Following is the report of these ex­ 
periments, and it shou ld satisfy all lay­ 
men wffien It is borne in mind that 
all 
the su bjects were 
Americans— 
United States soldiers who had volu n­ 
teered: 
Special Camp Bu ilt 
“A camp was especially constru cted 
for the experiments abou t fou r miles 
from Havana, 
The inmates of the 
camp were pu t into most rigid qu ar 
au tlne and ample time was allowed to 
eliminate any possibility of the disease 
being brou ght in from Havana. 
The 
personnel consisted of three nu rses and 
nine immu nes, all in the military serv­ 
ice, and inclu ded two physicians. 
"From time to tu ne Spanish immi­ 
grants, newly arrived, were brou ght In 
from the immigrant station. 
A person 
not known to be Immu ne was not al­ 
lowed to leave camp, or 
if he did was 
forbidden to retu rn. 
The most com­ 
plete record was kept of the health of 
every man to be experimented u pon, 
thu s eliminating the possibility of any 
other disease than yellow fever compli­ 
cating the case. 
“The mosqu itoes u sed were especial­ 
ly bred from the eggs and kept In a 
bu ilding screened by 
wire netthag, 
When an insect was wanted for u n ex­ 
periment It was taken Into a yellow 
fever hospital and allowed to fill Itself 
with the blood of a patient.

Soon after the meeting of the board 
I was informed by two members that 
my request had been granted. I wrote 
to Miss Prouty, stated what had been 
done and asked her to meet with the 
ladies of Dixon. 
Your readers are 
well aware that all 
arrangements 
have been made for the care of the 
crippled children. 
Last week 1 was informed by a 
member of the board that the chil­ 
dren could come ooe week after the 
Assembly closed, and was told to go 
over to the grounds and see what 
tents should be left standing. 
On last Saturday morning 1 was 
called up by phone and informed by 
the secretary that a meeting of the 
board had just been held and it had 
been decided for sanitary reasons that 
the children could not have the use of 
the grounds or tents. 
I wish here to state that three of 
the Dixon members of the board, Dr. 
MiLer, Rev. Rutherford 
and 
Miss 
Geisenheimer were not present at the 
meeting. 


Mr. Kltng who is a member of the 
Board and was present at the meet­ 
ing maintained that whatever con­ 
tract had been made ought to be 
fulfilled and stood by his conviction 
to the end 
The same children were at the As­ 
sembly grounds last year in J une and 
the Board had fourteen months to 
find out all their woes in regard to 
them yet gave their consent for them 
to return this year then waited until 
ail arrangements had been made and 
then 
without 
warning closed the 
gates 
Out in the Great City fifty 
crippled children have been planning 
for weeks to come to Dixon and as 
Miss Prouty said they had been look­ 
ing forward to the outing as if they 
were going to heaven 
T know how this noble woman has 
tolled through the long and weary 
months for these helpless little ones. 
Never for months did she close her 
eyes in sleep until the midaight hour 
and often 3 o’clock id the morning 
fouDd her at her labor 
Generous hearted citizens have come 
to know her worth and as a result a 
Florence Prouty Home for destitute 
crippled children has been founded. 
The treasurer told me they wanted to 
do something that was worthy the 
work she had accomplished. 
We who live amid scenes of peace and 
beauty forget if we ever knew the 
struggle for life—for even the necessi- 
ties of life that are going in in our 
great cities children born in such sur­ 
roundings are the objects of pity. 
It 
is not strange that many of them are 
crippled. 
How these children long 
for the glad fresh air and glimpse of 
the open country. 
I have not the heart to tell these 
children they cannot come. What can 
be done? We must fulfill our promise. 
Since writing the above I have 
learned from a prominent Dixon man 
who was in attendance at the Assem­ 
bly last year that three of the chil­ 
dren were afflicted with bed sores

one, 
Michael Ryan, had some form

His Action Will Probably Determine 
Yates Candidacy. 


Chicago, 
Aug. 15.—Governor De- 
neen is expected to arrive in Chicago 
today and with his coming local poli­ 
ticians nope to obtain some lig ht 
upon his attitude in regard to the 
senatorial fight, 
A number of the 
local republican leaders have arrang­ 
ed to meet the governor, and wnile 
tnere will be nothing like a general 
conference it is believed that he will 
give them some intimation of his in­ 
tentions 
The governor is not expected to 
state directly whether he intends to 
take up the cudgel for his predecessor 
or not, but his statements regarding 
his intentions in distributing patro­ 
nage will probable be as good as in­ 
dication of his position as a direct 
statement. 
The local leaders have 
been looking long for the governor to 
declare whether he intends to inter­ 
fere with the local Yates officeholders, 
but beyond the appointment of J ames 
I Reddick as public administrator and 
the reorganization of the west park 
board he has as yet done nothing to 
show his band. 


ANOTHER REORGANIZATION EXPECTED 
It has been announced by the gov­ 
ernor’s closest advisers that a reorgan­ 
ization of the Lincoln park board was 
to follow that of the west park board. 
It Is expected that this matter will be 
discussed with 
the local political 
leaders who meet the governor today, 
although it is not expected that the 
distribution of Lincoln park board 
patronage will be definitely arranged. 
The reorganization of the Lincoln 
park board and the replacement of 
the few Yates officeholders who hail 
from Chicago by members of the local 
organization will be taken by the local 
leaders as proof that the governor does 
not intend to support former Gover­ 
nor Yates against Senator Cullom. 
Such action on the part of the gover­ 
nor will greatly discourage the Yates 
followers and may lead to the immed­ 
iate withdrawal of the former gover­ 
nor from the contest for the nomina­ 
tion.

governor, regardless of whether Gov­ 
ernor Deneen declares himself for his 
predecessor or not.
